A CIRCULAR issued from the office of the 
commissioner of Indian affairs, Regina, 
dated Jan. 14th. relative to the troublesome 
voucher question, has been received by 
Messrs. Norris & Carey. The circular says 
that: It has been found necessary in order 
to curtail unauthorized expenditure in con- 
nection with this department to lay down 
some general rule whereby merchants, au- | 
thorized to cash our vouchers may be ina 
position to know which vouchers will be ap- | 
proved in this office. I have instructed our 
agent to write on the face of all authorized | 
purchases of a special nature the words: 
** Authorized by Indian commissioner (or as 
sistant commissioner) vide letter No—— of 
the——(or the teleyram).” 1 enclose a list | 
shewing what pay sheets and vouchers may 
safely be cushed without the words mention- | 
ed being written on the face of same. But | 
you must see that the calculation and addi- | 
tions of these are correct, as well as that they 
are properly witnessed and transferred to | 
you before sending them forward. Also in the | 
case of vonchers authorized. If these rules | 
are not adhered to you must run the risk of | 

| 


having vouchers returned to you unapproved. 
The mark of an Indian must be witnessed by 
the agency interpreter when possible, other- 
wise by an employee of the department. The 
Indian agent has been instructed likewise.
